Despite a somewhat con¬ 
troversial birth, the newly 
appointed Berea Human 
Rights Commission mem¬ 
bers have found the organiz¬ 
ing and structuring of their 
new group to be a smooth 
process. Though few Bere- 
ans expressed objections to 
the appointing of a standard 
human rights commission 
last year, many from the 
group Bereans for Fairness 


expressed anger and disap¬ 
pointment that a Fairness 
Ordinance was not added 
to the standard commission 
ordinance. 

However, Bereans for Fair¬ 
ness have expressed interest 
in partnering and working 
with the commission, and 
they will be hosting a wel¬ 
come reception for the com¬ 
mission members on Thurs¬ 
day at 7 p.m. at Berea Coffee 
and Tea.

Tourism Group 
Considering 
Property 
Purchase

After different concerns 
were raised at the last city 
council meeting regarding 
the tourism department and 
their possible purchase of 
property, council members 
Jerry Little and Ronnie Ter¬ 
rill both attended the Tour¬ 
ism Commission meeting 
on Tuesday afternoon. Ter¬ 
rill had brought up a motion 
at the city council meeting 
to take half of the restaurant 
tax, which funds the tour¬ 
ism department, and put it 


in another fund, which Lit¬ 
tle seconded. When Terrill 
withdrew the motion later 
in the meeting, he stated 
that he wanted to make sure 
the tourism commission 
didn't purchase property in 
the meantime, since he had 
heard they were looking at a 
building on Chestnut St. 

Commission chair Gary 
McCormick faced the issue 
straight on with the coun¬ 
cil members, announcing at 
the beginning that, "We've 
toured the Carpenter build-

A petition was turned in on Jan. 19 
to the Madison County Clerk's office, 
requesting an election to allow the 
limited sale of alcoholic beverages at 
qualified historic sites. It was turned 
in for the East Berea precinct only,

County Considers Inmate Home 
Incarceration, Brush Dump

Madison County is consider¬ 
ing an inmate home incarcera¬ 
tion program, as a solution to 
both the overcrowding and 


high expense of the detention 
center. Judge Executive Kent 
Clark introduced the subject 
at the fiscal court meeting on 
Tuesday, stating that it's a pos¬ 
itive way to work with people 
to get them out of jail. 


Clark stated that he's been 
talking to officials in Clark 
County, which has a home 
incarceration program, and 
they've reported it's been a

Step Back, and Let Things Work

As winter moves along 
and our deer season is 
over, it seems that we are 
now entering the Berea 
hunting season for the 
Tourism Funding and / 
or Budget. This season 
doesn't always happen at 
the same time, it's more 
dependent on environ¬ 
mental factors such as 
which hot air is blowing 
which wind from which 
city council member. 

I sat in the Berea Tour¬ 
ism Commission meeting 
on Tuesday, after sitting 
through the city council 
meeting a week ago, and 
thought about the politi¬ 
cal factors at play with the 
tourism budget. Since the 
restaurant tax passed a few 
years ago, it seems that the 
issue has changed from 
whether we should be col¬ 
lecting the restaurant tax 
at all to the current ques¬ 
tion of what it should be 
spent on. The sticky factor 
in all of this is that legally, 
the revenue generated can 
only be spent in very lim¬ 
ited ways. 

A council member pro¬ 
claimed last week that 
half of the restaurant tax 
revenue should be set 
aside for bike trails, paths 
and anything it could be 
spent on legally. Evidently 
he didn't care what it got 
spent on, as long as tour¬ 
ism didn't get it and it 
wasn't illegal. I was a bit 
amused by the statement, 
thinking of how city coun¬ 
cil members would react 


if department heads got 
up and said they were 
putting aside their reve¬ 
nues for "services for the 
people, and anything we 
can legally spend it on!" I 
doubt such an ill-advised 
plan would meet with 
much approval. 

There was also concern 
expressed that a group 
consisting of tourism and 
city staff had looked at 
the Carpenter building on 
Chestnut, as if the viewing 
of the site was a conspira¬ 
cy that should be brought 
to light; when in fact, the 
discussion of such a pur¬ 
chase has been discussed 
in televised meetings. 

The uninformed as¬ 
sumptions that were being 
thrown out right and left, 
and the constant inter¬ 
ruptions, reminded me of 
city council meetings from 
over a year ago. It wasn't a 
good memory. 

I appreciate city coun¬ 
cil's role in monitoring 
the budget, and the City 
of Berea needs them to 
stay diligent and watchful 
over the financial process¬ 
es. But I'm concerned by 
what I heard from a cou¬ 
ple city council members 
regarding the tourism de¬ 
partment and their budget 
- it smacked of a personal 
shakedown. 

At one point, one of 
them said he wanted to 
slash the tourism budget, 
and later on he stated he 
wanted to get his hands on 
that money. Another one 
mentioned that there was 
all this tourism money just 
floating around, as if our 
city staff threw the dol¬ 
lar bills under a mattress 
while fans blew with the 
windows open. 

I wonder why these 
council members want to 
cut the knees off of tour¬ 


ism's funding. While 
there have been questions 
about why to spend this 
on advertising, or why 
to spend this on public¬ 
ity — questions appro¬ 
priate for city leaders to 
ask — the fact is that the 
tourism department is 
self-sustaining from the 
restaurant tax and has 
showed impressive suc¬ 
cess. A significant amount 
of revenue is brought into 
Berea through tourism, a 
big outside money stream, 
and the development of 
some creative ideas like 
the Learnshops is only in¬ 
creasing it. The Berea tour¬ 
ism commission members 
include artisans, motel 
owners, chamber of com¬ 
merce representatives, 
bed and breakfast own¬ 
ers; these are people with 
business experience and 
savvy, not a group to make 
impulsive, flighty recom¬ 
mendations. 

Sometimes I wonder 
if the problem isn't that 
the city runs a little too 
smoothly. A couple city 
council members seem to 
need to find something to 
fix, something to expose, 
something they can point 
to and say, "ah-ha, I knew 
there was a reason I've 
been complaining." Like 
us journalists - digging up 
any dirt to have a story. 

But the fact is, we have 
a competent, far-sight¬ 
ed and experienced city 
manager, and department 
heads with experience and 
knowledge to bring to the 
table. The City of Berea, 
from my viewpoint, has 
been running fairly well. 
Perhaps what we need 
now are city council mem¬ 
bers who know when to 
step up, and when to back 
off and let things keep 
working.

Comments on Prior Letter 


Dear editor: 

A writer of a letter to 
the editor seemed offend¬ 
ed that Barack Obama 
chose to be a black man; 
the writer was shocked 
by statements taken from 
Barack Obama's two 
books. I don't know if the 
quotes listed are word 
for word accurate or are 
taken out of context. I do 
know I was not shocked 
or offended by anything I 
read in those books. 

The letter writer seemed 
not to have read them. 
Had he done so, he might 
have been fascinated by 
the very human story of 
what do you do when 
you are born into a soci¬ 
ety that for so long con¬ 
sidered someone black 
if they had "one drop of 
black blood." (The multi¬ 
ethnic category is a rela¬ 
tively recent addition to 
the dialogue.) 

The letter writer said: 
"If the character of a man 
who would essentially 
disavow his own mother 
because of her race....is 
not a matter that would 
influence your vote; then 
you too are a racist ac¬ 
cording to the writing of 


the late Dr. Martin Luther 
King." 

I read Barack Obama's 
books before I voted for 
him. I plan to vote for him 
again. Those who know 
me well can tell others 
how I stand regarding 
racism. 

The letter writer would 
probably laugh if Barack 
Obama "had chosen" 
his mother's side and 
claimed to be white—yet 
with his on the one hand / 
on the other even mix, 
for President Obama to 
say: "I'm white" could be 
plausible. That was his 
dilemma as a young man, 
one that he explains in 
his books with detail and 
with honesty. Though so¬ 
ciety had already chosen 
for him what he was, 
Barack Obama, who was 
raised by and loved his 
white grandparents, had 
to choose which identity 
made sense and resonated 
with him. As Lincoln said: 
A house divided against 
itself cannot stand. The 
same holds true for a 
man. Barack Obama's 
mother had a PH. D. in 
anthropology. She very 
much understood why 
her son needed to lean to 


the black side of his birth¬ 
ing equation to forge his 
identity. 

Though President 
Obama is not descended 
from slaves, his wife and 
his daughters are. Blacks 
have had a long history of 
brutal oppression in this 
country—many whites 
didn't care about them or 
about the content of their 
character. I wonder if the 
letter writer can imag¬

Reader Concerned About Spending 


I have recently found 
that the City of Berea and 
the Tourism Board are 
considering the acquisi¬ 
tion of the old Carpenter 
Paint Store on Chestnut 
and an adjacent store 
front to use as a venue 
for artisans. The most re¬ 
cent meeting among the 
principals was on Thurs¬ 
day, Jan. 19. The proposed 
acquisition would be in 
excess of $250 thousand 
dollars. I mentioned this 
issue to the mayor and 
city council members on 
Jan. 17 and the mayor, 
while knowing of this 
proposed venture, did 
not provide any informa¬ 
tion. Several city council 
members professed not 
knowing of the proposal. 
Further discussions dur¬ 
ing the council meeting 
did bring the issue to the 
floor. 


The discussion of this 
proposed acquisition and 
tourism in general is be¬ 
ing taken behind closed 
doors in a working ses¬ 
sion with only the city 
council and other city of¬ 
ficials in attendance. My 
perception of the problem 
is the city and tourism 
board are not doing an 
adequate job of getting 
tourists from Interstate 75 
and the Artisan Center to 
Old Town Berea, let alone 
trying to get tourists to an 
artisan venue on Chest¬ 
nut. My understanding is 
this property will be paid 
for using monies collected 
from the 3% food sales tax 
passed in 2007. 

Just because the city has 
the money doesn't mean 
it has to be spent without 
showing the public a cost 
benefit analysis. The pub¬ 
lic should be shown an 


analysis showing tax dol¬ 
lars spent against tourist 
dollars coming into Berea. 
If this is not done, the 
citizens of Berea should 
move to force a repeal of 
the 3% tax. If you have 
concerns about this issue 
please contact the mayor, 
city manager, and/or 
members of the city coun¬ 
cil. This is just one man's 
opinion.

The 3% restaurant tax ap¬ 
plies solely to the purchase of 
prepared, hot food. 
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in charge of processing the 
raw data. 

Berea Community has 
already purchased water¬ 
melon, strawberries and 
tomatoes from a Waco 
farm as part of their Farm 
to School program. 

The Farm to School pro¬ 
gram is a partnership be¬ 
tween the school and the 
Madison County Health 
Department, with Madi¬ 
son as one of ten counties 
that was funded by a Farm 
to School grant. 

The Farm to School pro¬ 
gram is only one compo¬ 
nent of the efforts of Berea 
around nutrition and fit¬ 
ness. A Healthy Commu¬ 
nities grant has not only 
helped pay for fresh fruits 
and vegetables, but also 
helped to purchase two 
greenhouses that have just 
been completed. One farm 
has already offered to do¬ 
nate plants and trays for 
the greenhouses. 

Board member Elizabeth 
Crowe thanked Michelle 
and her staff for their work 
and then asked if they have 
considered bringing these 
programs to the middle 
and high school level. 

"Is this grant focused 
or limited to elementary 
school?" Crowe asked. "I'd 
like to see the food sam¬ 
pling at the middle and 
high school level." 

Middle and high school 
principal Donna Lovell 
stated that for ease of the 


grant, the activities were 
planned around the el¬ 
ementary school level, but 
that some of the program 
would be offered at the 
older level. Crowe also 
asked Hammonds if the 
fresh produce was prov¬ 
ing to be difficult for the 
workers in the cafeteria to 
transition to. Hammons 
stated that they've only 
purchased things that did 
not take a great deal of 
preparation time, so it has 
been pretty easy to incor¬ 
porate the fresh fruits and 
vegetables so far. Some of 
the farmers have even dis¬ 
cussed having a second 
growing season to accom¬ 
modate the school needs. 

"I'd love to have some 
discussion with you, the 
board and the Wellness 
Committee on truly mak¬ 
ing these programs dis¬ 
trict-wide," Crowe said. "It 
makes a lot of sense to at 
least explore the idea." 

Elementary school prin¬ 
cipal Debbie Coleman told 
the board that the wellness 
committee was very com¬ 
mitted to their work, and 
has introduced a lot of cre¬ 
ative ideas. The school has 
continued to avoid candy 
and other sweets as regu¬ 
lar motivators, and atten¬ 
dance incentives are now 
movement items such as 
Frisbees or bikes. There are 
18 raised beds now outside 
the school, where different 
classrooms are growing 
their own food and then 
eating them for snacks. 

In Lovell's report to the 
board, she discussed the 
meeting the teachers and 
other intervention special¬ 


ists had during the past 
week. They took a day and 
spent time identifying 110 
middle school students in 
need of intervention, and 
deciding who would invite 
those students to different 
enrichment activities. 

"The conversation was 
fantastic," Lovell said. "We 
discussed not only grades, 
but also students that we 
need to get a handle on 
who would need some ex¬ 
tra opportunities." 

The high school staff, 
including advisor Eef Fon- 
tanez, are also planning a 
senior seminar for the first 
time ever. This seminar 
would focus on, accord¬ 
ing to Lovell, what the stu¬ 
dents are going to do once 
they leave the school. The 
seminar would include 
information on financials, 
such as handling credit 
cards, as well as inter¬ 
viewing and the applica¬ 
tion process. This year the 
largest group of students 
is attending the vocational 
school from Berea, 20 in 
total, and they are report¬ 
ing very favorable experi¬ 
ences. 

The board also approved 
the purchase of two addi¬ 
tional 78 passenger school 
buses on Monday night, 
vehicles that will have 
digital video recording, 
as well as refinancing the 
revenue bonds. The school 
board received certificates 
of recognition, in honor of 
School Board Recognition 
Month, and also pieces of 
pie in honor of National 
Pie Day on Monday. 


New Health Report of 
Coal Production Impact 


In a state almost exclu¬ 
sively reliant on coal for 
electricity generation, a 
new health assessment 
released today concludes 
that people in Kentucky 
are sick from coal produc¬ 
tion, and that state officials 
need to urgently focus on 
how to create energy sup¬ 
plies that ensure the health 
and well being of all Ken¬ 
tuckians. 

The "Health Impact 
Assessment of Coal and 
Clean Energy Options," 
compiled and reviewed by 
public and environmental 
health experts in Kentucky, 
looks at the full-cycle im¬ 
pacts of coal, energy effi¬ 
ciency, and renewable en¬ 
ergy options that are less 
harmful, and recommends 
that legislators support 
clean energy policies. One 
such policy is HR-167, the 
Clean Energy Opportunity 
Act, introduced in Janu¬ 
ary 2012 by Representative 
Mary Lou Marzian. 

"A majority of Kentuck¬ 


ians believe that legisla¬ 
tors should work to im¬ 
prove our health, and one 
sure way to do that is to 
improve our air quality 
through clean energy pol¬ 
icy," said Deborah Payne, 
MPH, health coordinator 
for the Kentucky Envi¬ 
ronmental Foundation in 
Berea and co-author of the 
health assessment. 

Dr. Elizabeth Walker, 
Berea College health pro¬ 
fessor and co-author of 
the report, said, "The HIA 
process enables us to talk 
about energy policy in a 
new way, and uncover 
benefits we didn't realize 
were possible." 

Walker involved her 
students - many of whom 
come from coal mining 
communities or live near 
coal power plants - in 
the HIA research process 
and observed, "My stu¬ 
dents learned about the 
complexities of coal in 
Kentucky, about the split 
between people needing 


coal mining for jobs but 
also suffering the health 
effects of coal mining and 
coal plant emissions. They 
came to understand that 
we in Kentucky have a 
right to both healthy jobs 
and a clean, healthy envi¬ 
ronment." 

Kentucky's state and 
federal legislators have 
consistently supported the 
coal industry despite evi¬ 
dence of its health and eco¬ 
nomic harm. 

Elizabeth Crowe, Ex¬ 
ecutive Director of the 
Kentucky Environmen¬ 
tal Foundation said, "It's 
time Kentucky legislators 
rally around saving lives, 
rather than the reputation 
of the coal industry, and 
stand up for the ability of 
our children to grow up 
healthy and strong. We're 
ready for a new conversa¬ 
tion about energy policy: 
decision making as if our 
health really matters."

able," Paula Dunson- 
Wood said, a member of 
the Berea Human Rights 
Commission. "We've 
been working together re¬ 
ally well." 

Dunson-Wood faced 
discrimination issues last 
year, when her son and his 
girlfriend, an interracial 
couple, found their ve¬ 
hicles spray-painted with 
racial slurs. She has found 
working on the commis¬ 
sion a gratifying process, 
after experiencing that act 
of racial harassment. 

She is clear, however, 
that she is representing 
more than just her ethnic 
group. 

"I'm not only represent¬ 
ing African-Americans, 
but all people who need 
their rights protected," 
Dunson-Wood said. 

The other members on 
the commission are Jean- 
nie Gregory, Tim Hamp¬ 
ton, Chad Hembree, Jon¬ 
athan Schinhofen, Lisa 
Vaughn and Mae Sur- 
amek. Suramek, who had 
prior experience with a 
human rights commis¬ 
sion, is serving as chair of 
the group. 

The group has met three 
times so far since Novem¬ 
ber, and have spent that 
time discussing differ¬ 
ent organizational issues, 
such as the budget they 
will request from the city 
and office space. Though 
the details still need to 
be worked out, they will 
most likely be using a 
work or office space in 
Berea City Hall. They've 
also had initial conversa¬ 


tions on how they will 
start their work in the 
community. 

"We've been talking 
about events in the com¬ 
munity where we could 
have a meaningful and 
logical presence," one 
commission member said. 
"We're also speaking of 
ways through social net¬ 
working and other online 
resources to be more vis¬ 
ible to the community." 

All members of the 
group have undergone 
an orientation and train¬ 
ing with the Kentucky 
Commission on Human 
Rights. Juan Pena from the 


led them through a three- 
hour training, where they 
reviewed state laws, the 
equal opportunity fair 
housing act and KRS 344, 
the Kentucky Civil Rights 
Act. They also received 
information on resources 
they could access. 

"We're really starting 
from scratch," one com¬ 
mission member said, "so 
there's a lot to discuss." 

But members of the 
Berea Commission agreed 
that their diverse group 
has worked very well to¬ 
gether, with a common 
sense of purpose and ser¬ 
vice to the community.

Pirate Swimmers Face Challenges 


The Berea Community 
School Pirates swim team 
faces some of the same 
challenges the more vis¬ 
ible sports and clubs at 
Berea do. Berea is a small 
school, usually taking on 
larger schools. In individ¬ 
ual sports like track and 
swimming, this can mean 
being badly outnumbered 
in terms of the number 
of athletes in each event. 
Last Weekend at Russell 
County, Berea brought 17 
swimmers to meet the host 
team's 38. 

Another challenge is that 
the swim team share s a 
number of athletes with 
other sports and clubs. 
This year's swim team 


includes academic team 
members, cheerleaders, 
multi-sport participants 
like Major McGraw and 
Ben Lark, and Alexandria 
Horn, who is already busy 
playing middle school and 
high school varsity bas¬ 
ketball. 

As is the case with soc¬ 
cer, football, and basket¬ 
ball , you won't hear any¬ 
one complaining about 
the size of the competing 
schools (or even the rela¬ 
tive size of their athletes). 
Facing bigger schools and 
sharing participants with 
other coaches is just the 
way it is. In individual 
events, the race is pri¬ 
marily against the clock. 


although the team overall 
has seen some success at 
large meets. 

In the Eagle Classic, host¬ 
ed by Scott High School 
in Covington, the Pirates 
placed 13th out of 22 
teams. Second-year coach 
Phillip Shackleford felt 
this was a good showing 
considering the size of the 
competing schools and the 
fact some of those teams 
swim year-round. 

Shackleford, known 
variously as Phillip, Flip, 
Shack, and of course 
Coach, leads his team of 
nomadic swimmers all 
over the state in search 
of competition. Berea lacks 
a home pool and cannot 


host events. They practice 
at Berea College's pool 4 
days a week. 

In his middle and high 
school days, Shackleford 
swam competitively for 
the Amateur Athletic 
Union for 7 years, and has 
stayed involved in swim¬ 
ming since.

ing and asked a lot of 
what if questions. What is 
its importance to the cor¬ 
ridor there? What if we 
could do something with 
it? There are no hidden 
agendas here, but we are 
asking how can a building 
be used to better tourism 
and economic develop¬ 
ment in Berea. Whether 
this goes forward or not is 
something we need to talk 
about." 

Commission member 
Charles Arnold reported 
on the information they 
had gotten from the Car¬ 
penters, who own the 
building in question on 
the corner of Chestnut and 
Fee. They confirmed that 
the building was for sale, 
and the Carpenters would 
sell it for $575,000. They 
would finance it with no 
down payment, and they 


were willing to give an 
option for four months. 
The asking price would 
equal approximately $34 a 
square foot. 

McCormick asked ev¬ 
eryone on the commission 
to share their ideas for the 
space. Many of the com¬ 
mission members stated 
that there was always a 
need for meeting space 
for larger groups, and 
also a multi-use space for 
adults, families and youth 
in the community. Many 
visitors to Berea expressed 
interest in bringing larger 
groups to Berea, according 
to some of the commission 
members, but discovered 
there were no places for 
them to meet. A Wesleyan 
group will be coming to 
Berea in early February, 
with a group of 200 del¬ 
egates, and they will be 
renting Berea Baptist for 
their space. 

Pat Greathouse, the 
owner of a bed and break¬ 
fast, stated that she would 
often have couples who 


loved Berea, but were dis¬ 
appointed there wasn't 
more meeting space for the 
groups they would like to 
bring. She stated one cou¬ 
ple from Scotland talked 
about bringing their bag¬ 
pipe convention to Berea. 

Arnold said, "I'm go¬ 
ing to get on my soapbox. 
I think this is Berea's fu¬ 
ture. I see the Learnshops 
as someday being a weekly 
thing. We would get 1,000 
people coming to Berea a 
month. I'd like to see this 
growing." 

All the commission 
members agreed that Berea 
was literally running out 
of space for different festi¬ 
vals and conferences. The 
Acton Folk Center stays 
booked up. 

Little brought up the 
question of renovation 
costs for the building, 
and also how many it 
could fit according to the 
fire marshal. Commis¬ 
sion members agreed that 
there would need to be 
renovations, which would 


decrease the usable space 
after bathrooms and other 
areas were put in. They 
discussed contracting with 
a company to conduct a 
feasibility study on the 
property, and some talked 
about going directly to an 
architect to see what their 
thoughts were. 

Concerns were raised 
about ongoing costs of the 
building, and who would 
be responsible for those. 
They would also need to 
make a decision soon on 
whether they would pay 
for an option on the Car¬ 
penter building. 

The commission set up 
a meeting with City Ad¬ 
ministrator Randy Stone in 
order to discuss the bud¬ 
geting situation, find out 
what they are proposing 
to do and what it will cost. 
Once a decision is made 
on how to go forward, that 
recommendation will be 
taken to city council.

Godsend. The Madison 
County Detention Center 
is a 190 bed facility, but 
currently has 260 inmates. 
When magistrate Billy 
Ray Hughes asked Jailer 
Doug Thomas if there 
were currently 50 people 
who would be eligible for 
a home incarceration pro¬ 
gram, Thomas replied, 
"easily." 

Instead of contracting 
out with a company to 
monitor and administrate 
the program, Clark recom¬ 
mended putting the pro¬ 
gram directly under the 
supervision of the county, 
similar to the situation at 
Clark County. He stated it 
would keep the costs much 
less, since they would only 
pay the lease amount for 
the electronic equipment 
that is used to monitor the 
prisoners. A full-time dep¬ 
uty sheriff could then run 
the program with a few 
part-time employees. 

"There's one company 
in Richmond that does this 
program," Clark said, "but 
people would have a hard 
time affording it. Let's 
bring it in-house, and lease 
the equipment instead of 
bidding out a service. If 
the company has a prob¬ 
lem with an inmate cut¬ 
ting loose, they're going 
to call the sheriff's office to 
handle it anyway." 

County Attorney Marc 


Robbins stated the tech¬ 
nology had gotten so ad¬ 
vanced that different zones 
could be programmed in 
as exclusionary, keeping 
the inmates from traveling 
to different sections. 

"I think it would be a 
great program," Robbins 
said, "as long as commu¬ 
nity safety is our priority." 

Robbins stated that it 
could also be a good pro¬ 
gram to look at for juve¬ 
niles. Since the Madison 
County Detention Center 
isn't set up to take youth 
offenders, the sheriff's de¬ 
partment spends a lot of 
manpower and fuel trans¬ 
porting them to other loca¬ 
tions. 

The magistrates re¬ 
sponded favorably to the 
idea, with many of them 
interested in the signifi¬ 
cant savings this could 
provide for the county. The 
inmates would be charged 
for the program, with a 
possible weekly fee for the 
lease of the equipment, 
and the county would not 
be absorbing the cost of 
providing food, lodging 
and medical care for those 
inmates. 

Robbins pointed out that 
who would be eligible for 
the home incarceration 
program would be subject 
to the district court's ap¬ 
proval. 

"They'd consider the 
ones who would be work¬ 
ing, going to school, tak¬ 
ing care of their families," 
Clark said. 

Clark gave the magis¬ 


trates a copy of the equip¬ 
ment lease agreement to 
look at, and stated that 
they could continue the 
discussion at a later meet¬ 
ing. 

Clark next brought up 
the question of whether the 
county would be interest¬ 
ed in partnering with the 
City of Berea to purchase 
property to dump brush. 
Currently the county has 
to travel to Union City to 
dump off brush and limbs, 
but individual residents 
are not allowed to use the 
site. Clark has been inter¬ 
ested in a property since 
taking office that the coun¬ 
ty as well as residents can 
use for dumping off natu¬ 
ral debris after events such 
as the ice storm. 

Clark had initially 
brought up the idea at a 
joint meeting of the three 
governments, but Rich¬ 
mond was not interested 
in the partnership since 
the city already had their 
own dumping ground. 

"Berea's very inter¬ 
ested," Clark said, "but 
they're waiting to see how 
the county feels about it." 

They are looking at two 
"huge hollars" in Garrard 
County of 224 acres that 
Clark said wouldn't get 
filled up in 200 years. The 
plan would be to split the 
cost 50/50 with the City of 
Berea. 

"This would be a place 
that we could open up to 
85,000 people in the coun¬ 
ty to take their limbs and 
tree branches and other 


stuff," Clark said, who 
suggested opening up the 
property two days a week 
to the public. 

Clark will speak to the 
Garrard County officials 
to make sure they are fine 
with the plan, and if so, he 
stated he would bring the 
matter back to the fiscal 
court. 

"Sounds like a win-win 
situation for the county," 
Magistrate Larry Combs 
said. "Now they have to 
take it to Estill and they 
have to pay for it." 

In other business 

• Scott Tussey gave 
the solid waste report for 
2011. Last year, the depart¬ 
ment cleaned up 760 miles 
of county roads and col¬ 
lected 4,209 bags of trash. 
The loan-a-truck program 
was utilized 199 times, 
and there were 640 large 
item pick-ups of things 
such as furniture and ap¬ 
pliances. Pounds of recy¬ 
cling picked up last year 
equaled 807,250, and they 
had 1,272 livestock remov¬ 
als with an average of 
24.46 removals per week. 

• The property 
of 150 Cameron Way in 
Berea was approved to 
be changed from general 
commercial to single fam¬ 
ily residential. The owner 
wanted the zoning cleared 
up, before his child inher¬ 
ited it. 

• The next meeting 
of the three governments 
will take place Feb. 16 at 
the Madison County Ex¬ 
tension Office.

- the Berea College 
owned Boone Tavern - is 
located. Since the local op¬ 
tion election was for the 
East Berea precinct, only 
Berea residents from that 
precinct signed the peti¬ 
tion. The petition needed 
to have 103 signatures, 
equaling 25 percent of the 
registered voters from the 
East Berea precinct who 


voted in the general elec¬ 
tion in November. 

The particular Kentucky 
statute, 242.1242, that de¬ 
tails the local option elec¬ 
tion for qualified historic 
sites, states, "to promote 
economic development 
and tourism in any county 
or city in which prohibi¬ 
tion is in effect, in whole or 
in part, and a qualified his¬ 
toric site is located, a local 
option election for the lim¬ 
ited sales of alcoholic bev¬ 
erages by the drink may be 
held in the precinct of the 
county where the qualified 


historic site is located . . ." 

Some Bereans were con¬ 
cerned earlier that this 
particular election would 
prevent residents from 
later bringing a city-wide 
election for alcoholic sales 
in restaurants throughout 
Berea. The Kentucky stat¬ 
ute states that no local op¬ 
tion election shall be held 
in the same territory more 
than once every three 
years. However, in one 
Kentucky court case it was 
determined that a precinct 
and city were different ter¬ 
ritories, so the East Berea 


precinct would not pre¬ 
clude another election oc¬ 
curring for the whole city. 

The county clerk's office 
will be verifying all the 103 
names on the petition, to 
make sure they are all reg¬ 
istered voters for the East 
Berea precinct. Once they 
verify those, the request 
for an election will be 
turned into Judge Execu¬ 
tive Kent Clark, who will 
have three days to set the 
election date. The election 
must take place between 
60 and 90 days after the 
petition was turned in.
